Yough River Residents Ask 
Defeat of Mason 








To the Republican Voters: 
it is essential to the home owners in north western Garrett County 
residing along the Yough River, and its tributaries, that Senator Mason 


be defeated, and we ask our voters to elect former Senator “Bill” 
Wilson in his place. 





Senator Mason did not represent most of the people he was elected 
to serve. Instead, he joined Baltimore City Representatives who are 
trying to get the right to use our privately owned land, up }.re, for 
their sport and entertainment. 


One of his very first acts, when he went to the Senate, was to sponsor 
a law. Senate Bill 837, that authorizes and requires the Department of 
Natural Resources to take over and regulate 11,000 acres of privately 


owned land, without buying it. Approximately two hundred land and 
home owners are affected. He did this in defiance of our protests 
and petitions. 


The law plainly provides that the Department of Natural Resources 
shall prescribe rules and regulations governing the use of the land 
and properties situated near the river 


It prohibits the mining of coal and the cutting of timber and nearly 
all of the eleven thousand acres has both coal and timber 


The home owner must obtain a permit in writing from Annapolis before 
cutting or planting any shrubbery around his home. An owner cannot 
build any structure, or change any existing structure without first 
getting a permit in writing, which must have approval from six 
bureaucratic agencies of DNR. 


The owner must obtain permits before painting his home or out 
buildings and the Department shall prescribe the color of paint to be 
used. If a building burns the owner must rebuild same within one year, 
or he can be refused a permit to replace the burned building. 


No land owner shall be permitted to build a structure more than thirty 
feet in height. 


Under this law the land or home owner cannot develop his property, 
he cannot make roads through his land to get to his fields, he cannot 
change the view around his home, without first getting approval from 
the Department of Natural Resources. 


The law gives the Department the power to extend these regulations 
to other peoples property located on any tributaries of the river. 


We believe that any representative who will sponsor such laws is a 
threat to the rights and liberties of the people. A representative who 
will do this to a couple of hundred citizens will do the same to 
thousands if given the opportunity. 


We called public meetings, some of which were attended by Senator 
Mason. We begged him to reconsider and recall this law. He refused 
to reconsider and in effect, he defied the petitions of many of our 
citizens whom he had promised to represent. 


Therefore we appeal to the voters to help us regain the use and 
control of our property upon which we must pay taxes. 


This law puts a cloud upon our property. As owners we cannot sell 
because nobody wants te suy property they cannot control
